During  the  year  I966  the  estimated  population  of  the  Health  Area 
rose  "by  2f20  to  a  total  of  51>500,  Very  small  decreases  in  Liskeard  R,D, 
and  Torpoint  U*D«  were  offset  by  moderate  increases  in  St,  Germans  RoD, 
Saltash  M.B  and  Liskeard  Ivi,B  and  by  a  very  small  increase  in  Looe  UJ), 


There  was  an  appreciable  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  and  the 
corrected  birth  rate  for  the  Area  was  above  the  National  figure.  In  one 
district  in  particvilar  -  Saltash  M,B,  -  there  was  something  of  a  "population 
explosion"  T/ith  180  live  births,  and  a  corrected  birth  of  23 r9  pei^ 

I3OOO  of  population.  The  corrected  rate  in  Torpoint  U,D,  at  22,3  was  also 
appreciably  above  the  Area  rate  of  18,7  per  1,000  of  population.  Both  the 
atillbirth  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Health  Area  were 
belcw  the  corresponding  figures  for  En^and  and  Wales,  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  1966, 

The  Area  death  rate  was  marginally  lower  than  the  national  deabh 
rate.  The  principal  causes  of  death  showed  up  in  much  the  same  order  of 
prevalence  as  in  previous  years.  Heart  disease  v/hich  caused  38?°  of  all  den.tn 
wa<3  clearly  ahead  of  cancer  (iTf^)  and  stroke  (l5%) ,  Close  on  half  le 
deaths  attributed  to  heart  disease  were  due  to  disease  of  the  corciiary 
arteries  of  the  heart.  Of  the  defined  forms  of  cancer  that  affecting  the 
;  ^  and  lungs  was  most  common  and  caused  24  deaths  as  against  11  due  t 
of  the  stomach.  Of  the  69I  persons  who  died  during  the  year  345  haO, 
reached  or  exceeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  not  heavy  during  1966^ 

+-he  total  of  387  cases  notified  represented  an  attack  rate  of  7o51 
per  1,000  of  popiilation.  Measles  vd.th  293  notifications  v/as  the 
prevalent  of  this  group  of  diseases,  and  the  districts  most  affected  were 
Bto  Germans  and  Liskeard  Rural  Districts,  None  of  the  more  serious  forms 
of  notifiable  disease  occiarred,  and  there  were  no  dea.ths  attributed  to  this 
caiuse. 


For  many  years  there  has  been  a  dcrwn'.vari  trend  in  the  incidence  01 
newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  but  this  decHJne  has  not  been  a  stead;^’' 
falling  gradient,  but  one  in  Tillich  a  fairly  marked  reduction  in  any 
particular  year  is  commonly  follov/ed  by  an  upswing  in  the  curve  of  incidence 
in  th©  following  year.  This  pattern  was  again  evident  in  I986  when  the 
iuv.idence  rose  as  compared  with  19^5 .  In  all  I6  now  cases  were  notified  as 
agednst  9  in  the  preceeding  year.  The  tend  -  7  for  the  majority  of  cases 

to  come  from  the  older  age  groups  was  agaiii  evidence  and  no  less  than 

12  cf  the  cases  were  aged  45  years  or  above  at  the  time  the  infection  '.ivas 
discovered  and  notified.  In  spite  of  better  and  more  widely  available 
methods  of  diagnosis,  such  as  public  mass  radiography  sessions  provide,  and. 
improv’od,  and  very  effective  methods  of  treatment  tuberculosis  is  d;ill  a 
disecLsp  to  be  viewed  with  concern.  Some  strains  of  the  tubercle  bacil.lus 
acquire  resistance  io  anti-tuberculous  drugs  and  such  infections  pro'* 
difficult,  and  tedious  to  ^eat,  Veiy  occasionally  more  serious  and  uj —  . 

forgotten  forms  of  the  disease  show  up  and  such  was  the  case  towards  the_ 
end  of  1966  when  a  14  year  old  sciioolgirl  developed  tuberculous  merongutis 

Not  so  very  many  years  ago  sue’  case  would  almost  certainly  have  had  a 
fatal  outcome  and  even  with  n  treatment  some  residual  disability  may 

persist.  In  the  case  I  have  cited  the  child  involve^  stall  has  not  been 
able  to  resume  school  some  six  months  after  the  onset  of  the  infection. 

In  recent  years  a  relatively  mild  form  of  gastro— enteritis  has  become 
prevalent.  This  ,affc  .'.  in  the  main  children  in  primary  school  b<ge— greup-s 
ieS.  from  6-10  years  old,  and  is  less  prevalent  amongst  older  children, 
and  adults.  It  appears  to  be  active  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  in 
contra-distinction  to  food  poisoning,  and  more  cenvential  foims  of  gastro¬ 
enteritis  which  are  usually  more  prevalent  during  the  warmer  months.  In 
younger  children  it  is  commonly  a  very  m±ld,  indeed  a  trivial  illness,  but 
tends  to  be  more  severe  in  adults  v/hen  these  are  involved.  Specimens  from 
patients  give  negative  bacteriological  resuJts,  and  the  probalaLity  is  that 
srme  form  cf  virus,  as  yet  not  positively  identified  is  responsible  for  the 
illness.  The  mode  of  spread  of  this  disease  is  not  precisely  known. 
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The  infection  is  almost  certainly  carried  in  the  vomit  and  the  stocls, 
hut  it  is  also  probably  transmitted  by  droplets  from  the  nose  and  mouth 
of  cases.  In  this  respect  it  resembles  the  common  cold  and  because  this 
method  of  spcead  is  involved  it  is  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
effectively  cont2X>l  the  spread  of  the  infection.  It  is  also  likely  that 
in  the  case  of  children  sub-clinical  infections  vdiich  because  of  this  mild 
and  transient  nature  are  not  recognised  can  nevertheless  function  as  lirks 
in  the  chain  cf  infection. 

In  my  iinnual  Report  for  I965  I  referred  to  the  hazard  presented 
to  consumers  of  untreated  milk  by  the  esistance  of  contagious  abortion 
infection  or  brucellosis  amongst  cows  in  milking  herds.  Since  then  this 
subject  has  received  a  good  deal  of  publicity  and  I  personally  have  seen 
articles  in  nev/spapers ,  in  a  journal  v/hich  circulates  vndely  in  the  farming 
industry  and  have  seen  and  heard  very  interesting  and  informative  programmes 
bn  television  and  radio  drawing  attention  to  the  adverse  effects  of  this 
disease  on  agrcultural  economies,  and  on  the  health  of  farmers,  cowmen, 
veterinary  siargeons,  and  to  some  lesser  extent  on  consumers  of  irntreated 
milk.  As  far  as  the  last  hazard  is  concerned  the  heat  treatment  of  all 
raw  milk  in  pasteiarisation  plants  provides  a  solution  -vdaich  is  readily 
available.  The  threat  to  those  ?^ho  work  closely  vn.th  cattle  is  not  so 
easily  dealt  with,  and  its  resolution  together  YsLth  that  to  the  economy  of 
the  agricultural  i^ustry  calls  for  the  eradication  of  the  disease  in 
cattle  under  the  same  type  of  policy  which  v>ras  successfully  carried  out 
some  years  ago  for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis.  As  I  write  the  first 
small,  and  veiy  inadequate  steps  are  being  taken  in  Comv/all  to  deal  with 
the  problem.  As  is  generally  the  case  in  this  type  of  situation  financial 
considerations  whether  in  relation  to  compensation  to  be  paid  for  infected 
animals  or  for  augmenting  the  staff  and  technical  facilities  necessary  to 
carry  through  any  schv,_c  of  eradica.tion,  are  the  factors  which  decide  the 
rate  at  which  remedial  lueasures  can  proceed.  At  the  present  time  v/e  „ust 
reluctently  recognise  the  fact  tha.t  any  rapid  ard  comprehensive  scheme  for 
the  eradication  of  brucellosis  in  cattle  does  not  rate  a  high  degree  of 
priority  or  urgency  in  the  national  plan. 

The  identification  of  sources  of  brucella  infection  in  milking 
herds  is  a  tedious  and  tiiae-con3\iming  procedure.  At  present  there  is  only 
one  sampling  officer  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Council,  and  he  has  so  far 
had  to  confine  his  efforts  to  investigations  of  herds  in  West  and  Mid 
Cornwall,  Because  of  this  very  little  investigation  of  milking  herds  of 
producer-retailers  in  this  Health  Area  has  been  carried  out.  It  is  a  fact 
that  in  Cornwall  some  20-  23%  of  milking  herds  which  have  been  sampled 
show  some  evidence  of  Brucella  abortus  infection  in  the  milk.  On  this 
basis  some  I6  to  19  of  the  78  producer-retailer  mrUcrg  herds  in  this 
Health  Area  may  be  expected  to  show  evidence  of  infection  in  their  milk. 

If  we  are  to  proceed  from  the  position  of  inteU.igent  guesswork  to  the 
actual  ascertainment  of  sources  and  extent  of  infection  the  recruitment  of 
further  sampling  officers  is  necessary.  Here  however  difficulties, 
principally  financial,  do  not  give  hope  of  any  early  or  rapid  improvement 
in  the  present  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  and  in  face  of  this  and  the 
very  lukewarm  schemes  for  eradicating  the  disease  from  cattle  I  can  only 
repeat  the  advice  generally  given  against  the  consumption  of  untreated 
milk. 


The  v/elfare  and  living  standards  of  two  sections  of  our 
affluent  society  continue  to  cause  concern.  These  are  the  so  called 
"problem  families"  and  the  elderly,  and  in  particular  old  people  living 
al«ne,  in  the  former  case  the  parents  are  commorLl.y  below  average  in 
intelligence,  the  v/age  earner  is  usually  without  skills,  and  is  therefore 
unable  to  secure  and  hold  well-paid  employment,  and  both  parents  are 
ill-equipped  to  resist  the  bhndishments  of  doorstep  salesmen,  the 
attractively  set  out  and  brightly  coloured  catalogues  of  mail  order  suppliers 
and  the  social  pressures  of  "keeping  up  with  the  Jfjnes"  which  appear  to 
apply  at  all  levels  of  society.  The  extension  incar  ownership  puts 
further  strains  on  the  reources  of  such  families.  Apart  from  the  standing 
charges  for  taxing  and  insuring  the  vehicles,  outgoings  on  repairs  and 
maintenance  are  frequently  well  above  average  because  the  cars  owned  are 
old  and  in  poor  mechanical  condition,  Posssession  of  a  car  also  tempts 
the  rvmer  to  take  employment  some  distance  away  from  home  with  the 
iievitable  extra  expense  such  travelling  involves,  A  recent  instance  comes 
to  mind  in  which  out  of  a  weekly  income  of  around  £12  no  less  than 
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£3.  10,  Od.  waG  spent  on  travelling  to  and  from  the  place  of  work.  More 
often  than  not  than  not  the  call  to  assist  these  families  originates 
in  concern  about  a  relEtively  small  debt,  frequently  in  respect  of  the 
rent  of  the  Council  house  the^r  occupy,  but  when  the  full  financial 
liabilities  are  exposed  the  total  debt  load  may  exceed  £150  -  £200,  It 
is  noteworthy  hOTir  much  of  the  v/orry  and  arocLety  of  such  a  situation  is 
borne  by  the  vrife,  Many  of  the  husbands  seem  to  think  tha.t  provided  they 
hand  over  a  certain  amount  of  their  wages  each  week,  there  is  no  need  for 
further  concern  on  their  part  as  to  how  the  household  budgeting  is  done. 

Elderly  people,  and  especially  those  living  alone,  continue  to  present 
anxieties  and  problems  to  their  relatives,  their  neighbours,  and  to 
Gccid  v/orkers.  The  pattern,  stemming  very  largely  from  degenerative 
changes  and  ageing  of  the  vessels  supplying  blood  to  the  brain,  is  all 
too  familiar  to  those  v;ho  come  in  contact  v/ith  older  people.  Coupled 
with  a  failing  memory  is  a.  deterioration  in  standards  of  cleanliness  both 
personal,  and  in  relation  to  the  surromodings ,  In  addition  many  through 
lack  of  an  adequate  income  or  through  a  cranky  and  \mreasonable  pre¬ 
occupation  vdth  frugality  live  on  on  unsatisfb:  y  diet  which  sooner  or 
later  give  rise  to  malnutrition  and  avitaminosis,  in  one  respect  at 
least  the  situation  is  im,^oved.  Old  people  are  now  much  more  receptive 
to  the  idea  of  entering  welfare  accommoda.tion  in  an  Old  Peoples  Home  where 
they  may  be  adequately  cared  for,  Indeed  there  is  now  a  problem  here 
of  providing  sufficient  places  for  the  number  of  applicants  seeking 
places  and  a  period  of  waiting  is  the  rule  for  the  great  majority  of 
appliconts.  New  homes  will  be  provided  in  Callington  and  Liskeard  in  the 
coxirse  of  the  next  couple  of  years  and  whilst  this  new  provision  may  reduce 
waiting  lists  it  vdJJL  not  eliminade  them. 

The  provision  of  hospital  beds  for  old  people  in  need  of  care, 
attention,  and  nursing  beyond  the  scope  of  welfare  accommodation  is  still 
far  from  adequate,  rjid  one  st'U  hears  all  too  often  of  old  people 
rendered  bedfast  by  accident  or  infirmity  halving  to  v'ait  for  a  hospital 
bed  vdien  their  domestic  circumstances  particiolarly  during  the  hours  of 
darkness  give  cause  for  much  anxiety.  If  in  making  these  observa.tions  I 
appear  to  be  urd-  ly  critical,  of  the  hospital  a.uthorities  let  me  say  at 
once  that  I  am  well  aw/are  of  their  difficulties  in  providing  ojccomnodation 
and  staff  for  this  type  of  pa.tient,  and  that  I  do  not  overlook  the  special 
efforts  they  make  to  give  priority  to  cases  vdere  they  are  made  aware  of 
the  unsatisfactory  sometimes  desperate  domestic  background. 

In  the  field  of  water  supply  the  situation  is  genera.Hy 
satisf a.ctory  although  there  are  some  localities  in  which  consumers 
still  experience  difficialties.  These  relate  in  the  main  to  shortage 
of  water  during  times  of  heavy  demand,  and  to  the  appearance  of  sediment 
and  discoloiara.tion  in  the  supply,  both  of  which  arise  from  older  a.nd  now 
inadequate  distidbution  mains.  The  East  Cornwall  Y/ater  Board  is  a.ware  of 
these  inadequacies  and  has  a  programme  to  deal  with  them,  but  for 
financial  and  other  reanons  this  ^vill  take  time. 

The  position  in  respect  of  se^verage  and  sev/age  disposal  shows  a 
gradual  improvement  v/ith  large  schemes  in  Liskeard  Borough,  and  in 
Calstock  Parish  well  in  hand.  There  is  also  good  prospect  that  a. 
comprehensive  scheme  for  Looe  v/ill  not  be  long  dela.yed.  This  last  vdll 
remove  a  major  source  of  nuisance  concerning  which  I  ha^ve  in  previous 
reports  written  in  a  very  critical  vein.  In  the  Liskeard  Rural  District 
the  position  has  now  been  reached  where  schemes  to  cater  for  relatively 
small  hamlets  are  being  considered,  A  possible  obsta.cle  to  the 
implementation  of  such  small  schemes  is  the  high  cost  in  relation  to  the 
limited  number  of  dv/ellings  served  -  in  some  cases  a.s  much  am  £ZD0  to 
£500  per  dwelling. 

In  an  area  which  is  ma.inly  rural  in  character  it  nay  see  odd  to 
write  of  any  difficulty  in  finding  and  securing  suitable  sites  for 
disposing  of  household  refuse.  Nevertheless  this  is  certainly  the  case 
more  particularly  in  the  western  half  of  the  Health  Area,  The  increase 
in  the  volume  of  household  and  tra.de  refuse  to  be  disposed,  coupled  with 
more  critical  attitudes  of  disposal  methods  have  added  considerably  to 
the  difficulty  of  securing  suita.ble  sites,  I  have  already  said,  and  I 
offer  no  excuse  for  repea.ting  here  my  view  tha.t  ratepa.yers  vdll  ha.ve  to 
accept  higlaer  charges  if  really  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the 
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cjollection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  to  "be  nade.  Improved  types  of 
refuse  collecting  vehicles,  and  more  efficient  methods  of  tip  management 
are  likely  to  increase  noticeahly  the  cost  of  this  service.  In  addition 
the  not  unreasonable  demand  for  the  incl\ision  in  this  service  of  ways  and 
means  of  disposing  of  heavier  items,  such  as  motor  car  bodies,  old  furnitiore 
mattresses  -  what  is  comraonly  called  -  will  further  increase  rate- 

borne  expenditure  under  this  head.  This  latter  type  of  refuse  poses 
little  problem  to  public  health  but  is  presenting  an  increasing  threat  to 
the  amenities  of  the  countryside  and  open  spaces  near  any  centre  of 
popula.tion. 

In  concluding  the  general  preface  I  should  like  to  place  on  record 
yet  again  my  sense  of  gra.titude  and  indebtedness  to  the  Members,  Officers, 
and  staffs  of  the  six  District  Councils  for  the  help  and  co-operation  that 
I  have  received  from  them  during  I966,
